How He Took Misfortune—His Admir- 
ation of His Wife and Her Help to Him. 


The following, from “Reminiscen- 
ces. by Thos. Carlyle, throw much light 
on the character of that singularly- 
gifted man. He lent John Stuart 
Mill the manuscript of the first vol- 
ume of his “History of the French 
Revolution, and Mill's servant took the 
precious MS. to light the fire with- 
The following paragraph refers to 

that great loss: 

How well do I still remember that 
night when he came to tell us, pale as 
H 's gbost, that my unfortunate 
first volume was burnt. It was like 
half sentence of death to us both, and 

we had to pretend to take it lightly, 
so dismal and ghastly was bis horror 
at it,and try to talk of other matters, 
He stayed three mortal hours or sv: 
his departure quite a relief to us, 
Oh the burst of sympathy my poor 
darling then gave me, flinging her 
arms around my neck, and openly la- 
menting, condoling and encouraging 
like a nobler second self! Under 
heaven is nothing beautifuller. We 
sat talking till late: “shall be written 
again,” my fixed word and resolution 
to her. Which proved to be such a 
task as I never tried before or since. 
“I wrote out Feast of Pikes” (vol. 
If.) and then went at it. Found it 
fairly impossible for about a f irtnight; 
passed three weeks (reading Marryat’s 
novels), tried, cautious-cautiously, as 
on ice paper-thin, once more; and in 
short had a job more like breaking my 
heart than any other in my experience. 
Jennie, alone of beings, burot like a 
steady lamp beside me. I forgot how 
much of muney we stil! had. I think 
there was at first something like £300, 
4280, to front London with. 
or can I in the least remember 
where we had gathered such a sum, 
except that it was our own, no part of 
it borrowed or given us by anybody. 
“Fit to last till French Revolution’ is 
ready! and she had no misgivings at 
all, Mill was penitently liberal; sent 
me £200 (in a day or two), of which I 
4 (actua: cost of house while 
I written burot volume); upon 
which be t me Biographie 
Universelle,“ which I got bound, and 
still have. Wish 1 could finda way 
of getting the now much macerated, 
chan and fanaticised “John Stuart 
Min“ to take that £100 back; but 1 
fear there is no way. 


HIS WIFE'S LETTERS. 


The whole of yesterday I spent ‘n 
reading and arranging the letters of 
1857; such a day's reading as I _ 
haps never had in my life before. 
What a piercing radiancy of meaning 
to me in those dear records, hastily 
threwn off, full of misery, yet of 
bright eternal love; all as if on wings 
of lightoing, tingling through one’s 
very beart of hearts! Oh, I was blind 
not to see how brittle was that thread 
of noble, celestial (almost more thao 
terrestrial) life; how much it was al! 
ia all to me, and how impossible it 
‘should long be left with me. I have 
asked myself, ought all this tp be 
lost, or kept for myself, and the brief 
time that now belongs to me? Can 
nothing of it be saved then, for the 
worthy that still remain among these 
rearing myriads of profane unworthy? 
I really must consider it farther; aud 
already I ‘feel it to have become un- 
certain to me whether at least this 
poor note-book ought to be burnt ere 
my decease, or left to its chances 
among my survivors? As to “talent,” 
epistoiary and other, these letters, I 
perceive, equal and surpass whatever 
of best I know to exist in that kind; 
for “talent,” „genius, or whatever 
we may call it, what an evidence, if 
my little woman needed that to me! 
Not all the Sands and Eliots and bab- 
bling cohue of celebrated scribbling 
women” that have strutted over the 
world, in my time, could, it seems to 
me, if all boiled down and distilled 
to essence, make one such woman.

EDITORIAL NOTES, 


The publication of bogus pork sta- 
tistics in Europe has driven the por- 
cine statisticians of Chicago wild with 
rage. The report has been spread 
abroad that a large percentage of 
American hogs are affected with 
trichinosis, and that the pork worm 
is ceaselessly gnawing at the vitals 
of the people of Illinois. The Secre- 
tary of the Illinois State Board of 
Health has published the following 
reassuring statement: “Since 1876 
eleven deaths have occurred in Illinois 
by trichinosis, and in every instance 
from eating raw ham or sausage. As 
a sanitariao, I regard the danger to 
life from this source as practically 
amounting to nothing, it being so eas- 
ily prevented by cooking. No doubt 
more deaths occur from many other 
articles of diet that are regarded as 
harmless, no record being made of 
the same.” 

President Garfield said in his inau- 
gural: Nor can any ecclesiastical or- 
ganization be safely permitted to 
usurp in the smallest degree the func- 
tions and powers of the National 
Government.”’ The Argonaut's 
Koow Nothing eye caught this sen- 
tence as something aimed at the Ro- 
man Catholic Church. The Salt Lake 
Tribune, however, insists that the 
quotation refers to the Mormon 
Church, saying: “The Mormon lead- 
ers distinctly affirm that all merely 
earthly governments are illegal, open 
ly claim their own infal libility and 
their right to absolutely rule their 
people in both spiritual and temporal 
matters, and openly declare their in- 
tention to eventually overthrow this 
Republic.” A personal explanation 
from the President is perhaps the only 
thing that can avert bloodshed be- 
tween Pixley and Goodwin. 


That well-worn joke of General 
Butler's, that Whittaker$bit$his ear off 
himself, is still going the rounds of 
the rural weeklies. But public interest 
in Whittaker and his ear has about 
ceased. Yet the investigation of his 
case is still in progress. One day last 
week an expert testified that he be- 
lieved the note of warning purporting 
to have been sent to the colored cadet 
was written by Whittaker, on these 
grounds: That the note shows evi- 
dences of an attempt to disguise the 
handwriting; that letters io the note 
strikingly resemble letters known to 
have been made by Whittaker, and 
there are peculiarities in the writing 
of the note which correspond to the 
peculiarities of Whittaker’s handwrit- 
ing. These peculiarities, he explain- 
ed, were produced by “nerve tremors.” 


The Parisians have discovered a 
remarkable American in their city, 
who is unknown to fame on this side 
of the Atlantic. Of “Senator Alfred 
Perkins” the Figaro says: This 
Yankee is celebrated on account of a 
duel which he had some years back 
with an Indian chief, also a Senator, 
whose feelings he had wounded. The 
arms chosen were unusual, being two 
barrels of dynamite, on which the ad- 
versaries were placed, and to which 
two slow matches of equal length were 
attached. They were set on fire by 
the seconds. Ten minutes after, the 
Indian Senator was blown into the air, 
and then Mr. Perkins was immediately 
delivered from his perilous position 
by the seconds, who declared the 
claims of honor satisfied.” Mr. Per- 
kins has evidently been bestowing a 
little “taffy’’ on the Parisians.

Although James Showers was two 
years ago elected Sheriff of Mono 
county, California, he has just gained 
pessession of the office, Taylor, the 
former Sheriff, having refused to re- 
tire.
